liquor seized fm a raid by federal 
' prohibition enforcement agents here 
potas. according to a statement by 
Joseph Callahan, in charge of the 
band of more than fifty agents, 
who came here from Chicago unex- 
pectedly. 

Although telephone messages from 
Chicago inquiring whether the raid 
had been made reached Hurley just 
ahead of the officers, the saloon 
men appeared not to-have been 
warned. The liquor men were swept 
up very quickly. Some residents 
- of Burley said that the larger deal- 
ers had concealed some stocks and 
were believed to have their liquors 
locked in safes. 

This logging camp town has been 
the center of anti-prohibition feel- 
ing for several months. Many lum- 
berjacks are foreigners. 

Battle In October. 

The smouldering resentment to- 
ward prohibition broke into flame 
in a battle here on October 9, when 
encountered 
bootleggers who lost contraband 
whisky estimated to be worth $85,- 
000. One man was killed in the 
fight and another was seriously 
wounded. 

Since that time, it is said, prohi- 
bition agents have avoided Burley, 
waiting until complete preparations 
could be made to make a raid in 
“force. 

The whole jdistrict.in this part 
ef the north woods has been re- 
garded by dry officials as a law- 
defying community. Reports that 
dance halls, saloons, gambling 
houses and “bootleg joints’ flour- 
“shed openly—each one selling any 
kind of liquor obtainable, from 
moonshine whisky to Italian wine— 
have been humerous. 

Booticagers Issue Defi. 

Opposition to any encroachment 
from outside took definite form, 
however, after the fight in October. 
Bootleggers were said to have or- 
ganized and issued a defi that the 
first prohibition agent to show him- 
self in Hurley would be shot. They 
vyowgi, it was said, to keep Hurley

penal institutions were responsible 
for the mobilization of the Pine 
Bluff machine gun company of the 
Arkansas national guard, according 
to a statement tonight by Governor 
Brough, The plot, the governor 
said, was reported to him by peni- 
tentiary officials, and involved plans 
for the release of Tom Slaughter 
and Fulton Green, Oklahoma out- 
laws, now serving life sentences 
for murder. 

Slaughter hnd Green are confined 
at the penitentiary at Little Rock 
and principal precautions are to be 
taken there, but it was learned de- 
tachments of the Pine Bluff com- 


wicts are confined, and to Cummins, 
where negro convicts are imprison- 
ed. The governor's action in calil- 
ing out troops followed a confer- 
ence today with penitentiary and 
military authorities, during which 
it was stated the reports of the 
plot were given him. He said it 
was not known how widespread the 
plans may be.

From other sources it was learn- 
ed that the troops stationed at the 
penitentiary will conduct a thor- 
ough search of the convicts and 
the buildings within the walls for 
saws, weapons or other tools or ma- 
terial which might be used in an 
escape, and under orders from the 
governor prohibit any visitors with- 
in the walls.

Exceptional activity in business 
during the past two days, close as 
itis upon the annual Christmas wave 
of buying, points 
from the tendency toward depres- 
sion during the past sixty or ninety 
days, and portends a return to nor- 
mal and continuously good business 
during 1921, according to opinions 
expressed by as many of Atlanta’s 
leading merchants as could be 
reached and interviewed Tuesday. 

The existence of low prices and 
the natural response of the buying 
public to that condition is generally 
given as the reason for what seems 
to be an unprecedented business ac- 
tivity so soon after Christmas, 
which exists, despite the fact that 
“deflation” and “depression” discus- 
sions have tended to produce the 
idea that business would be stag- 
nant to a certain degree following 
the yuletide splurge of spending. 

Merchants also expressed the 
opinion that the spring of 1921 
should be more normal than past 
seasons on account of the fact that 
merchants who have “unloaded” 
their stocks during the recent pe- 
riod of cut-price sales will not 
again overstock themselves and will 
be able to secure better prices and 
service from manufacturers because 
ofthe good effect upon their pro- 
duction possibilities from the pres- 
ent situation. 


To Eliminate Sales. 
The fact that merchants will not 
buy far ahead will tend to eliminate 


the end of the spring season, ac- 
| cording to the’ expression o° more 
than one retailer of Atlanta. Prices, 
in many cases,-it was said, are now 
at a level which more nearly than 
ever approximates 'the status ol 
1914, before the effect of the Eu- 
ropean war began to be felt in 
American markets, wholesale and 
retall, 

Practically without exception, At- 
lanta merchants say that they have 
been genuinely surprised by the 
good business which was done dur- 
ing Monday and Tuesday, especially 
during Monday, when the weather 
was bad and ordinarily would have 
discouraged shoppers. Despite the 
inclemency of Monday, many mer- 
chants said that it was the best‘ 
after-Christmas day they had ever 
experienced, and two merchants 
said that it was the best day of 
trade their stores had seen. 

Surprise and optimism are the pre- 
vailing feelings in the retail world. 
Most of the merchants did not ex- 
pect anything unusual in the post- 
Christmas trade, and all of them 
grant that the purchasing tendency 
has been at least as good as any 
year previous, if not decidedly bet- 
ter. The “scare” of depression, if it 
was such, is digappearing, and the 
fact will allow business to settle 
to its normal, pre-war regularitv. 
even if the 1914 leve] of prices. is not 
reached, it was expressed. 

Quality to Improve. 

Another significant fact 
opinion that the quality of mer- 
chandise will improve steadily, ow- 
ing to the fact that manufacturers 
are not having the troubles expe- 
rienced during the heavy production 
period and immediately after—those 
troubles which have made produc- 
tion and delivery problematical and 
have, in some cases, worked to the 
harm of the quality of merchandise. 

One merchant believed that busi- 
ness new had the same solid foun- 
dation which existed in pre-Christ- 
mas December, and that the depres- 
sion crisis had ended in November. 
Another thought that there still ex- 
isted a little uneasiness among the 
people, but that it was rapidly dis- 
appearing and would die out within 
sixty days, at the longest.

In consultation with Solicitor 
General Boykin Tuesday after he 
had expressed the determination to 
get at the bottom of the dark mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance 
of his brothes, C. C. Dukes, presi- 
dent of the Bank. of Milan, Ga., 
which occurred on December 10, 
1918, P. M. Dukes, well-known Sa- 
vannah business man, declared it 
is his firm belief that his brother 
was killed by members of the gam- 
bling syndicate in a prominent At- 
lanta hotel and his body shipped 
out of the city in a trunk. 


The Milan banker Was last seen ' 


at the local hotel. His watch and 
overcoat were found on the bed in 
his room at the hotel, together with 
his open suitcase, out of which no 
extra clothing had been taken. 

Mr. Dukes stated that his theory 
is based upon the fact that no Ir- 
regularity or shortage has ever been 
found in the affairs of the Milan 
bank and that there is no charge 
against his brother ‘which might 
lead to voluntary flight. 

Believes Brother Murdered. 

Mr. Dukes’ theory recalls the dis- 
covery of the mutilated body of a 
beautiful young,woman ina trunk 
in the New York station, which had 
been shipped from Detroit. Inves- 
tigation revealed one of the most 
horrible myrders in criminal his- 
tory, and Mr. Dukes Is of the opin- 
ion that his brother met a similar 
fate to that of the young woman 
whose mangled body was found in 
the “trunk. mystery.” 

Mr. Dukes declared that he Is 
willing to go to any extreme to 
ascertain the true facts in the dis- 
appearance of his brother. 

“Tl will do this for the sake of my 
brother’s wife and aged mother,” 
he said. “They were both prostrat- 
ed with grief when he disappeared, 
and their grief over the incident has 
seriously impaired their health. It 
is a simple case of their pining 
away over a missing husband and 
son; their nerves being constantly 
under the strain of an awful sus- 
pense. 

In Hands of Crooks. 

“Roth know that he was in the 
hands of crooks in Atlanta, and the 
thought of the terrible end he may 
have met, with the uncertainty of 
the situation constantly buoying 
them with apparently hopeless hope, 
has made life one long, miserable 
drag for them both. 

“In order to restore their h&ppli- 
ness and health, I am ready to g0 
to any Nength.

Louis Martin. 

In addition to this evidence, wit- 
nesses have been found to show that 
Clyde Smith, another member of the 
gang, although indicted for larceny 
after trust in the early spring in 
connection with the fleecing of W. 
R. Manning, of Dallas, Texas, in 
January, came to Atlanta and, on 
January 22 and 23, fitted himself out 
at a local haberdasher’s and trans- 
acted business. 

Mayor on Stand, 

Mayor James L. Key and Chief ot 
Jolice James L. Beavers were wit- 
nesses before the grand jury Tues- 
day. Many detectives and police- 
men, prominent citizens and mem- 
bers of Atlanta’s underworld have 
been summoned and have appeared 
before the jury since the gambling 
probe was begun several months ago.

BILL T0 ABOLISH 
TAX EXEMPTIONS 


Banking Committee Chair- 
man Proposes Drastic 
Measure in Congress 
Tuesday. 


Washington, December 28.—A con- 
stitutional amendment to. prevent 
the issuancé of any tax exempt se- 
curities by the federal government, 
the states or any county or mu- 
nicipality was proposed in the house 
today by Chairman McFadden, of 
the banking committee. 

Mr. McFadden, who formerly was 
President of the Pennsylvania State 
Bankers’ association, said ‘$15,000,- 
000,000 of securities in the United 
States are today exempt from taxa- 
tion.”’ 

“This amount nearly equals all 
ofthe railroad property in the coun- 
try and is over twice as great as 
the farm products that are annua)l- 
ly svlid,” seid he, adding that in 
addition there were nearly $26,000,- 
vul,uv¥u of federal bonds partially or 
wholly tax exempt. 

“The great injustice of tax ex- 
emption was not brought home to 
our taxpayers until it became ap- 
parent that tax exemption defeats 
the purposes ef the graduated in- 
cOme tax,’’ continued Mr. McFadden. 
“Tax-free securities drift into the 
coffers of the rich, thus enabling 
them to evade the payment of tne 
paca income taxes contemplated by 
aw. 

“Another result, vicious to the 
general public, ig that wealthy in- 
Vestors decline to purchase taxable 
securities as freely as formerly. 
Railroads, street car companies, 
gas companies, industrial and com- 
mercial corporations are, therefore, 
compelled to borrow from small in- 
vestors, and pay higher rates to both 
large and small lenders. Freight 
rates, car fares and commodities 
are consequently increased in price. 
The public is compelled to pay in 
two ways for the tax-exemption 
privilege granted the favored ones, 
by increased taxation and by in- 
creased cost of living.” 


CONGRESS ASKED

gress was asked today by Secretary 
Houston to appropriate $100,000 ad- 
ditional for the department of agri- 
culture for use in suppressing the 
pink boll cotton worm.

Washington, December 28.—The 
railroads’ coal bill for the first nine 
months of this year Was $97,026,624 
more than during the corresponding 
period last year, said a statement 
issued today by the interstate com- 
merce commission. A resolution 
asking the commission for a report 
as to the amounts spent by the 
roads for coal this year and last 
was adopted yesterday by the sen- 
ate. 

During the first nine months of 
this year the roads spent $326,923,- 
642 for coal as against $229,897,018, 
the commission’s statement showed.

LC. 6. AUTHORIZES 
EXPRESS CONTRALTS 


American Railway Express 
Company to Contract 
With Railroads. 


Washington, December 28.—<Au- 
thorization was granted by the in- 
terstate commerce commission to 
the American Railway Express com- 
pany today to enter into contracts 
with the various railroads over 
which the company operates. The 
contract will supplant existing con- 
tracts between the railroads and 
the Wells-Fargo, Adams, American 
and Southern Express companies, 
the permanent merger of which into 
the American Railway Express 
company was approved recently by 
the commission. 

Under the old system of separate 
contracts between the ¢darriers and 
the companies, the carriers received 
a certain amount from each com- 
pany without respect to the amounts 
paid by other companies. The new 
contract, however, will provide: 

“After making the deduction for 
expenses by groups the balance re- 
maining is to be distributed as fol- 
lows: Two and one-half per cent 
to the express company, and the re- 
mainder among the railroads in the 
group executing this form of con- 
tract in the proportion that the 
gross express transportation for 
the month earned on each railroad 
bears to the gross transportation 
on all such railroads.” 

The contract also will specify 
that should the revenues after de- 
ductions for expenses exceed 6 per 
cent, the excess shall be divided half 
and half between the company and 
the carriers until it reaches a 10 
per cent maximum, when it shall be 
divided one-fourth to the express 
company and three-fourths to the 
carriers. 

The commission stated that such 
a contract would not interfere with 
competition and was compatible 
with the public interests. 
Commissioners Eastman, Aitchi- 
son, Woolley and McChord, 
however, dissented from the major- 
ity opinion, saying such a contract 
as proposed would not be in the 
public interest and that it would 
cause the railroads to give the ex- 
press companies a guarantee against 
loss rather than insuring the roads 
a fair return.

London, December 28.—Calis for 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan to curtall naval expenditures 
by mutual agreement were featured 


by a number of London newspapers 
this morning. In following this 
course the journals give expression 
to the anxiety which has prevailed 
here since the receipt of reports of 
the new American naval program 
—an anxiety which may De traced 
to the assumption that if the United 
States builds a big navy, Great Brit- 
ain must do likewise. 

The Morning Post laments that 
American politicians have chosen a 
moment when the war-time fellow- 
ship of the American and British 


naviés and the “chivalrous courtesy 
of American seamen” have united 
the naval services of the fwo na- 
tions, “‘to declare, in effect, that the 
British navy is a potential menace 
to America.” The newspaper com- 
plains in this connection of the “es- 
sential contradiction between Amer- 
ican politics and American prac- 
tices.”” Professing no desire to ques- 
tion America’s right to build as 
large a navy as she thinks proper, 
and admitting America can afford 
to build the biggest navy in the 
world, while Great. Britain cannot, 
The Post contends that “the con- 
clusion of a working arrangement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain would do more to establish 
and maintain the peace of the world 
than any other plan conceivable. 

Anpther: plea for an agreement 
between the United States, Japan 


and Great Britain, is voiced by The 
Daily News, which urges that e 
interval between the present mod- 
ment and the inauguration of the 
President-elect Harding has been 
utilized by the statesmen of the

gia School of Technology. On Mon- 
dal afternoon, January 10, she wil 
lecture at the Atlanta Woman's 
club at their regular meetin at 3:30 
o’clock, and the same eventing she 
will lecture at Agnes Scott college. 
Tuesday morning she will lecture at 
Oglethorpe university at 11 o’clock. 

Dr. Morton is founder and chair- 
man of the international Serbian ed- 
ucational committee, and has had a 
remarkable record for accomplish- 
ment before and during the period 
of the war. She hasbeen instru- 
mental in bringing to this country 
fifty Serbian students, at present in 
attendance upon American colleges. 

At the beginning of the war she 
was a professor in the New York 
Polytechnic Post Graduate Medical 
school and hospital, and an attend- 
ing surgeon at the Vanderbilt clinic 
of the College of Physicians and 


| Surgeons, the medical school of Co- 


lumbia university. 

She offered her services for duty 
in France and served on the line ot 
hospital ships sailing between Sa- 


Salonica front. 

She did a great service in hos- 
pital work, and she swas given a 
commission carrying the rank ‘of 
major, and decorated by the .Ser- 
bian government as a chevalier of 
the Order of Saint Sava. ther 
similar honors were! paid to her 
when, in 1917, she returned to Amer- 
ica, and created the war serivce 
committee of the Medical Woman's 
National association, and as thei 
commissioner returned to work in 
Serbia. 

In 1919 she organized for the 
United States vernemnt the 6,00vU 
women physicians of the country 
for war service. 

Having enlisted the leading col- 
leges of the country im the interest 
of the Serbians, she brought the 
fifty students from Serbia to this 
country, and it is to sustain these 
scholarships she fs lecturing now, 
and for which she will lecture in 
Atlanta.

will doubt,” Paul 8S. Reinsch, for- 
“ger minister to China, said tonight 

in his presidential address before 
the American Political Science asso- 
tiation. 

“The statesmen who made the de- 
liberatiens of the peace conference 
gecret,” Mr. Reinsch said, “could

The chief epicurean 
delicacy at Madison Square Garden 
on fight nights is raw beef sand- 
wiches. They are a symbol of the 
gathering. he red badges of cour- 
age, as it were. 

To say that Dempsey and his op- 
ponent were giving an exhibition 
of “the manly art of self-defense” 
is silly. They were two ruffians 
fighting with the rage of angry 
bulls for a big purse. They sneered 
at each other contemptuously from 
the start. 

I have never seen such a look of 
rage as was in Dempsey's face when 
Brennan walloped him on the side 
of the head.
